First snowfall hits Crawford County

Mother Nature is expected to 
continue throwing a mixed bag 
of weather at the Crawford 
County area through — the 
Thanksgiving holiday. 

About seven inches of snow 
was dumped on the area last 
Thursday, after meteorologists 
from the National Weather 
Service in Gaylord said “the 
lake effect snow machine was 
turned on,” 

The white stuff came just after 
many residents were left without 
power caused by high winds 
which knocked down trees, 
limbs and power lines. 

Mike Cellitti, a meteorologist 
at the National Weather Service, 
said more snow showers are 
expected to develop later thts 
week, 


“The weather pattern we are 
in is looking pretty favorable for 
lake effect snow,” Cellitti said, 

Rich Filley, president of the 
AuSable Valley Snowmobile 
Association, said he fielded sev- 
eral inquiries about snowmobil- 
ing conditions last week. 

Filley, however, said he is 
weary of sending people out on 
the trails since deer hunters are 
in, the’ woods and initial riding 
conditions can be hazardous. 

“Let the hunters have the 
woods for two weeks,” Filley 
said, “It’s just too early. We need 
some significant snow before we 
get people out there riding.”

Hunter dies 
from head 
injuries 

A 67-year-old Erie man died 
while bunting in Frederic 
‘Township on the opening day of 
firearm deer season. 

Crawford County .Sheriff’s 
Deputies were dispatched to the 
scene of a hunting accident just 
off of Blue Bear Trail in the 
northwest part of Crawford 
County at 6:20 a.m. on Tuesday, 
Nov. 15. Upon arrival, officers 
learned that Leslie B. Morin Jr. 
had been hit by a rolling truck. 

Officers said Morin got out of 
the vehicle and walked behind it 
to get his hunting equipment 
when the truck rolled back- 
wards, hitting and knocking him 
down. Morin suffered severe 
head injuries, and was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene. 

The driver of the vehicle was 
Morin’s 40-year-old son, David 
James Morin, who had exited 
the vehicle to help his father 
when the truck rolled back- 
wards. The accident remains 
under investigation. 

The Frederic Township Fire

As people look forward to the

Over the last 12 years, the 
Friends of Hospice have raised 
over $20,000 for Hospice of 
Michigan. 

The group is comprised of 
employees and patrons — of 
Growler’s Pub and Pizza. 

Friends of Hospice started in 
1994 after Him Gunderson, the 
husband of former Plaza Bar 
owner Nancy Schultz, died from 
cancer, 

Each year, Friends of Hospice 
holds an anmual picnic at Knetf 
Lake to raise funds.

Those unnamed donors willing to 
share their wealth to exhibit confidence 
in hometown young folks by helping 
them prepare for their futures deserve 
special thanks from all concerned. 

So all around Kalamazoo, that's plen- 
ty of reason to be thankful.

SOME FOLKS in Hillsdale should be 
thankful, too. 

One example is Michael Sessions, an 
18 year old senior at Hiltsdale high 
school. He’s the new mayor of Hillsdale, 
and very thankful for the job. 


He was elected 670-668 over the 
incumbent mayor, Doug Ingles, 51, with 
a write-in vote of all things. 

Mr. Sessions tried to file nominating 
petitions for mayor at the election, but at 
the filing deadline he was younger than 
18 and ineligible to run. However, he 
would be old enough by November 8, so 
he went door to door ail over town after 
school for many weeks, and convinced 
enough Hillsdale citizens that he would 
do a good job, and that they should write 
in his name. 

Mr. Inglis’ name was on the ballot, Mr. 
Sessions’ was not. But he made such an 
impression that 670 voters wrote in his 
name. Well, he received at feast one vote 
for “the high school kid,” which counted 
because the voter’s intent was clear, 
according to election officials, 

Winning any office on write-in votes 
is highly unusual. In most cases, a write- 
in campaign succeeds only for much 
lesser offices than mayor, and involves 
only a few dozen votes, sometimes to fill 
a vacant slot on the ballot. 

But Hillsdale is a city of about 8,000, 
and 1,358 votes counted. It’s a sure bet 
Michael Sessions is very thankful this 
holiday that he is mayor of Hillsdale.

The petition system, which encom- 
passes the write in option, can be a suc- 
cessful method to run government. 
Petitions sometimes can be over-used to 
determine the will of the people, but the 
system is valuable and should be prized 
by the people. 

In fact, ineffective as it may appear at 
times, we also should be thankful that 
our system of government at all levels is 
set up the way it is and is controlled by 
the people. This benefit comes with a 
caution, however: To work well, the peo- 
ple must do their part. 

On this Thanksgiving Day, all of us 
can find something for which to be 
thankful — most of us for many things — 
if we only look around us. 

Often we ignore the little things that 
make up our day to day lives that we

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Fuel oil and propane costs are 


set to go up this winter “and ' 


many are looking for cost sav- 
ing alternative sources of heat. 
For many years most homes 
were heated by firewood, but as 
oil costs went down and electri- 
cal prices stabilized after the 
seventies, heating with wood 
had become Jess popular. Now 
with rising petroleum prices 
firewood is being looked at 
again as a way to offset high 
heating costs this winter. 

There are many reasons to 
heat with wood, Living in 
Northern Michigan makes 
wood easily accessible and 
cheap. — Firewood is typically 
measured in a unit called a 
cord, which is four foot high by 
four foot wide, by etght foot 
long. A “rick” or a fireplace 
cord is about half the size of a 
cord. The average landowners 
can expect to remove about one 
cord of wood per acre per year 
without aver — harvesting. 
Depending on landowners’ 
needs those who own ten acres 
of more will most likely have 
enough available firewood on 
their property already without 
having to purchase additional 
wood. Collecting firewood 
from your own fot is also a 
oe way to thin your woods of 


dying and diseased trees while 
freeing up sunfight,, space, and 
nutrients for the more valuable 
timber or crop _ trees. 
Harvesting firewood off ones 
own property costs time and a 
little chainsaw gas. 

A landowner owning less 
than ten acres may have to pur- 
chase firewood. A cheap way 
to buy firewood would be to 
purchase a firewood permit 
from the local Department of 
Natural Resources office. The 
permit costs twenty dollars and 
is valid for ninety days and 
allows for the removal of up to 
five cords of wood per family. 
All permits expire on Dec, 31. 
Contact a local DNR office for 
additional restrictions that may 
apply and areas that are open 
for firewood removal. In 
Crawford County call (989) 
348-6371 and for Roscommon 
County call (989) 275-5231, 

For homeowners who do not 
have the time or means to gath- 
er their own wood they will 
have to purchase it from a sell- 
er. Cost is generally dependent 
on species of wood, how dry it 
is and if it is split and or deliv- 
ered, Splitting and delivery 
may be worth the extra cost for 
some homeowners in the time it 
saves. Wood species however

gain in heat. 

Studies have shown based on 
air dried standard cord that 
beech, hard maple and red oak 
produce about the same 
amount of heat measured in 
British Thermal Units (BTU’s) 
while white oak and soft maple 
produce slightly less heat but 
are still good sources of fire- 
wood. Moisture in any wood 
affects its ability to produce 
heat. The more water that is 
retained in the wood the more 
heat that is required to dry it 
before it can combust. 
Splitting and stacking the fire- 
wood will help aid in the drying 
process, if the wood is not prop- 
erly dried it may require an 
additional couple of cords to 
heat a home through the winter. 
In addition, burning unsea- 
soned wood might lead to cre- 
osote build up in the chimney, 
if the chimney or stack temper- 
atures are not hot enough to 
adequately combust all the 
hydrocarbons.

Homeowners who have to pur 
chase a wood stove and have it 
installed along with buying & 
supply of wood are probably 
going to have to add up the cost 
of switching to wood and theij 
expected gas bill. They should 
ask themselves if they are will- 
ing to make the long-term com- 
mitment that it would take to 
save money by heating with 
firewood.

Michigan residents leaving for 
warmer climates should renew 
their driver’s licenses and vehicle 
plates before hitting the road. 

Seasonal residents, or “snow- 

birds”, as well as winter vaca- 
tioners should check the expira- 
tion dates of their licenses and 
plates before leaving. That 
saves them the inconvenience of 
renewing while they are out of 
state. It’s fast, easy, and a good 
way to avoid possible late fees. 
_ “We have early renewal 
pptions that can make the lives of 
travelers easier,” Secretary of 
State Terri Lynn Land said. 
“With minimal planning, they 
can take care of business before 
leaving home, That leaves the 
rest of their time for more enjoy- 
able pursuits.” 

Driver’s licenses and most 
license plates registered to an 
individual can be renewed up to 


six months before they expire. 
Plates that can be renewed carly 
are: individually owned or leased 
vehicles; all pickup and van 
plates, regardless of vehicle 
weight; and motorcycles. To 
renew plates six months early , 
you must do so at a Secretary of 
State branch office. 

Many people, however, may be 
able to take advantage of the 
online plate renewal option up to 
45 days before expiration. To 
use this feature, a Personal 
Identification Number (PIN) 
must have ‘been assigned to the 
vehicle and be printed on the 
renewal noticc. 

Michigan law does not allow 
company - owned passenger 
plates to be renewed early. For 
more information on renewal 
options and other services, visit 
the Secretary of State web site at 
www.

Improving the quality of care 
and safety of Intensive Care Unit 
(ICU) patients is the focus of a 
two-year-old project under way 
at Mercy Hospital Grayling and 
more than 77 other hospitals and 
health care systems across 
Michigan. 

In 2003, the Keystone Center 
for Patient Safety and Quality, a 
division of the Michigan Health 
aud Hospital Associauion, used a 
$1 million federal grant to launch 
its Keystone ICU Project.

errors, enhance the protection of

“Mercy Hospital Grayling has 
participated in the Keystone ICU 
project from its initiation,” said 
the Director of Mercy Hospital 
Grayling’s Acute/Critical Care 
Services Glenniss, Daversa, RN. 

“Michigan is the first state im 
the country to have statewide 
participation in this type of proj- 
ect.” 

Over the past lwo years, as parl 
of the project, Merey Hospital 
Grayling has: 

Developed a patient safety pro- 
gram.

the checklist 


approach (to daily rounds. that 
encourages communication 
among multiple caregivers. 

Examined ways to eliminate 
bloodstream infections. . 

Improved care of ventilator 
patients to reduce dependence on 
the breathing apparatus, a key 
factor in reducing fength of stay 
and infections. 

This progress was made possi- 
ble by Mercy Hospital Grayling’s 
steering committee consisting of 
clinical staff and a physician 
leader. This team attends two 
conferences each year and takes 
part in weekly telephone confer- 
ences. In addition to Daversa, 
other members of the committee 
include physician leader Raid Al- 
Khersan, MD; Senior Therapist 
Sue Boardman, RRT; Clinical

“The 
policy includes mandatory hours 
at the study table and mandatory 
progress reports from instructors 
that include attendance reports.

“We have to give them the

letes will attain. At 24, she is the 
second-year coach for the Lady 
Firebirds and is likely the 
youngest athletic director at any 
college in the state. 

“My college coaches were 
always people to look up to,”

academics. I always wanted to 
just play, play, play — but I 
wouldn’t be where | am now if f 
hadn’t also done well academi- 
cally.”
